In auction bridge, to overcaull an 
opponent's suit bid with a bid of 
one no trump simply showed the 
opponent's sult stopped, but in 
contract bridge, the most import- 
ant information to convey to part- 
ner ia the number of high card 
tricks fat your hand. contains. 
Thorefore the writer, in hia 
om- 
ploys what might ‘be termed an 
arbitrary convention to show the 


holding of.two and one-half quick | 


tricks after an opponent has bid. 


In our previous article we ex- 
plained that three ‘and one-half 
quick tricks were neceasary to 
make an  informatory double. 


| When you hold two and one-half 


to three quick tricks and the op- 
ponent puts in a suit bid’ you 
should overcall with one no trump 
tu show partner thin holding. | Re- 
member however, that you do not 
guarantee to have the suit bid by 
opponents atopped. You are sim- 
ply showing the number of high 
card trigks in your hand; e.g. the 
right hand opponent bids one 
apade, you holding three quick 
itricks but not necessarily having: 
the spade suit stopped immediate- 
ly bid one no trump, saying to 
partner, “I bold two and one-half 
In other words, 
it in a light informatory double. 


If the left hand opponent should 
pass, partner should show his best 
sult. If he were to bid two' of 
any sult, he, would simply be 
showing a take-out bid with no 
particular strength, If his hand 
contained a good biddable suit 
and some outside strength, he 
should bid three of the sult, while 
if he actually had the spade auit 
stopped, he should bid two no 
trump; eg. South one heart, West 
overealling with one no trump to 
show two and one-half quick 
tricks, North passes and Enst bids 
two no trump which would show 
the heart suit stopped. 


. Supposing, however, that the 
bidding went Uke this—South ohe 
heart, West one no trump, North 
passed, Enst two diamonds, South 
passed and West bid two no 
trump. West would now inform 
partner that in addition to hold- 
ing two and one-half quick tricks, 
he also had the heart suit stopped. 


if the partner of the player who 
has overcalled: with a no trump 
should hold an absolute bust he 
may pass. It is quite true that if 
he should pass the opponents 
might run off a long suit, but ro- 
member that if your hand contains 
only two and one-half tricks when 
you overcall with a no trump and 
the opponents paus, leaving you in, 
that they undoubtedly have a 
game bid and if you were to take 
only three tricks you. would be far 
better off than by 


allowing ,the’ 
opponents to go game. J 


The Important thing to remem- 
ber ja that you muat not overcall 
With ao no trump unless you do 
hold two and one-half quick tricks 
and the important thing for part- 
ner to remember is that.if he holds 
a good biddable su#t and some side 
strength, he must make a jump 
bid, ag’ juat a takeout bid would 
show simply a blddable sult aad 
no particular strength. Partner 
has given the Information as to 
the number of quick tricks in his 
hand and you must use it to the 
best advantage, °

When a ciistomer comes in to pay 
his account. he presenta the official 
bill dent to him by the Department, 
The bill's insorted in. the machine, 
a few keys are touched, the motor 
bar is pressed, and the work is done, 
The customer receives his receipt, a 
counterfoll falls into a drawer, and 
the nmount of the bill In automa- 
tically ‘added to the previous total, 

The advantages to the ratepayer 
may -be summnrised thus: 

1. He knowa that his receipt is 
extctly the same as the counter foll 
at the Trensury. 

2. He has a printed, legible re. 
ceipt. : 

% He yets quicker and more 
satisfactory service, 

A. He is protected against errors 
in his account. i 

The Treasury also stands to 
henefit by the introduction of this 
new machine, and the advantages 
to the Department are: : 

1. It saves immensely 
labour and money. 

2. It has the protection of the 
locked totals on the machine. 

3. By merely touching a key, the 
nmount of money in the machine, 
and the amount taken by each 
shroff, nre shown in the slot at the 
top of the apparatus,

a the ae a vont iy this 
muchinp, th a) account must 
be brought’ In with the money. 
This account 1s divided into three 
sections, The top portion sets out 
the amount owing, the second or 
middle slip is the space where the 
receipt is printed, and the third 
section is that kept by the Depart- 
ment after the receipt is issued. 
On this Inst portion the details on 
the receipt-are duplicated. 

At present the Water Authority 
necounts are the only ones dealt 
with by the machine, but by July 1, 
it is hoped that the accounts will be 
so systematised that the machine

To the casual observer, the key- 
board ia 2 complicated arrangement, 
but when the operation is explain- 
ed, one ix impressed with its sim- 
plicity. : :

National prosperity haa been 
sacrificed to nationalist pride. 
The danger of German militarism 
was destroyed by four and a half 
yenrs of effort, but the dangers of 
the “pence” are still) with us, 
although we are now In the second 
deeade since the war ended. The 
evil consequence of the  follles 
embodied in the Peace Settlement 
have at no time borne more 
heavily upon the nations than 
during recent months.

TWO CRUSHING BLOWS, 


‘The latest detuils of the injuries 
show that the baby's ‘skull was frac. 
tured on the left side, the fracture 
extending from the top to just be- 

hind the left, ear, 

A sceond blow had been dealt on 
the right side, just nt the back of 
the right car. This injury had 
left n hole half an inch in diameter. 

The injuries were such -o8 
to suggest that seme adult 
person had held the baby tightly by 
the arms and deliberately ham- 
mered it about the head for the 
purpose of causing instant death,

CONTRACT 
BRIDGE —

In auction bridge, to overcall’ an 
opponont’s suit bid with a bid of 
one no trump simply showed ‘the 
opponent's sult stopped, but in 
contract bridge, the most {mport- 
ant information to convey to part- 
ner is the number of high: card 
tricks that your hand containe. 
Therefore tho writer, in his 
system of contract bidding, om- 
ploys what might be termed aon 
arbitrary convention to show tho 
holding of two and one-half quick 
tricks after an opponent has bid. 


In our previous article woe ex- 
plained that three and one-half 
quick tricks were necessary to 
make an informatory double. 
When you hold two and one-half 
to/three quick tricks and the op- 
ponent puts in a suit bid, “you 
should overcall with one no trump 
to show partner this holding. Re- 
member however, that you do not 
guarantee to have the auit bid by 
opponents stopped. You are sim- 
ply showing the number of high 
card tricks in-your hand; e.g. the 
right hand opponent bids one 
spade, you holding three quick 
tricks but not necessarily having 
the apade suit stopped immediate- 
ly bid one no trump, saying to 
partner, “I hold two and one-half 
quick tricka.”” In other  wordas,. 
it is a light informatory double. 


If the left hand opponent shoulda 
pass, partner should show his beat 
suit.” [f he were to bid two of 
any suit, he would simply be 
showing a take-out bid with no 
porticular strength. If his hand 
contained a good biddable suit 
and some outside’ strength, he: 
should bid three of the suit, while 
if he actually had the spade suit 
stepped, he should bid two no 
trump; c.g. South onc heart, West 
overcalling with one no trump to 
show two and one-half quick 
tricks, North passes and Enat bids 
two no trump which would show 
the heart suit stopped. 


Supposing, however,- that the 
bidabie went like this—South one: 
heart, West one no trump, North 
passed, East two diamonds, South 
passed and West bid two no 
trump. West would now inform 
partner that in addition to hold- 
ing two and one-half quick tricks, 
he also had the heart suit stopped. 


If the partner of the player who 
has overcalied with a no trump 
should hold an absolute bust. he 
may pass. It is quite true that if 
yhe should pass the opponents 
might run off a long suit, but. re- 
member that if your hand contains 
only two and one-half tricks when 
you overcall with a no trump and 
the opponents.pass, leaving you in, 
that they undoubtedly have a 
game bid and if you were to take 
only three tricks you would be far 
better off than by allowing the 
opponents to yo game. 


The important thing to temem- 
bér is that you must not overcall 
with a no trump unless you do 
hold two and one-half quick tricks 
and the important thing for part- 
ner to remember Is that if he holds 
a good biddable suit and some side 
strength, he must make a jump 
bid, aa just a takeout bid’ would 
show simply a biddable suit and 
na particular atrength. Partner 
has given the information as to 
the number of quick tricks in his 
hand and you must use it to the 
hest advantage. 


In the following article we will 
explain the overenlling of opnp- 
nent’s suit bid with another suit 
under the McKenney system of 
contract bidding.

A representative of the Press’ 
called at the Trensury yeater- 
day when the multifarious duties 
of the_new machines wore -explain- 
ed by Mr. L. A. Barton, the 
Cashier. x : 

Two machines were deemed suf- 
ficient by the-Government for the 
present requirements of tho 
Treasury, and these were purchased 
for slightly more than $11,000 each. 
They aro now installed on that 
section of the main counter occupied 
by the shroffs. ; 

When a customer comes in to pay 
hin recount he presents the official 
bill sent to him by the Department. 
The bill is inserted in the machine, 
n few keys are touched, the motor 
bar is pressed, and the work is done. 
The customer receives his receipt, a” 
counterfofl falls Into a drawer, and 
the amount of the bill is autema- 
tically added to the previous total. 

The advantages to the ratepayer 
may be summarised thus: 

1. He knows that his receipt is 
exactly the same na the counterfoil 
at the Treasury. 

2. He has a printed, legible re- 
ceipt. . 

3. He gets quicker 
sntisfactory service. 

4. He is protected against errors 
in his account. 

The Treasury also stands to 
benefit by.the introduction of this 
new machine, and the advantages 
to the Department rre: 

1, It saves immensely in time, 
labour and moncy. 

2. It has the protection of the 
locked totals on the machine. 

3. By merely touching a key, the 
amount of money in the machine, 
and the amount taken by each 
shroff, are shown in the slot at the 
top of the apparatus, 


How It Works. 


For the efficlent working of this 
machine, the official account must 
be brought in ‘with the money. 
This account Is divided into three 
sections, The top portion sels out 
the amount owing, the second or 
middle ‘slip ia the space where the 
receipt is printed, and the third 
section is that kept by the Depart- 
ment after the receipt is issued. 
On this last portion the details on 
the receipt are duplicated. 

At present the Water Authority 
accounts are the only ones dealt 
with-by the machine, but by July 1, 
it is hoped thnt the accounts will be 
so systomatised that the machine 
will deal with all rates and Crown 
rentals brought in for- payment. 

To the casual observer, the key- 
board is a complicated arrangement, 
but when the operation is explain- 
ed, one is impressed with its sim- 
plicity. 

There are more than 20 lines of 
keys. The first two sections con- 
trin the dollar and cent marks, 
and the others are for indicating 
the serial or audit number, the ac- 
count (whether water. Crown rents, 
or any other Treasury_account), the 
district (Kowloon, Victoria, ctc.), 
the account .number, and. the 
shroff’s distinguishing letter.

If the shroff operating the ma- 
chine ahould forget to touch. any 
necessary key, the machine will not 
work until he corrects hia omis- 
sion, For instance, if he forgets 
to touch the fund key the clec-

the appropriate .classification key 
Is pressed, and the account or ssacs- 
mont number Ja set up on. the num- 
ber printer keys. ‘The account 
notice ia then placed on tho print- 
Ing table of the machine, and on 
the prersure of the motor bar the 
recelpt is printed on both. the main 
rnd stub portions of the form. Tho 
printed claasification will then show 
the date, reesipt number, account 
or assessment number, the fund and 
districts credited, tho initial of 
amount. In 
uddition, the main portion of the 
necount ‘is overprinted with the 
facsimile signature of the Dircctor 
of Public Works. ; 
_ Simultancously with tho cortifica- 
tlon, the stub portion of tho form 
is automatically cut off nnd dropped 
into a locked box, whence | it-ia 
subsequently removed by the chief 
cashier arid after posting Ip filed. - 
At the same time that the de- 
mand or accownt form is receipt- 
ed, {identical information, with the 
exception of the date, is automa- 
tically printed on summary sheet, 
maintained under lock and key in- 
side the machine, of which the last 
$4 items printed are visible to the 
cashier through the glasa top of 
the printer. This summary sheet 
ia a complete consecutive record of 
every receipt.issucd and forma a 
perfect checking medium. 


Automatic Totals, 


Asa result of the receipting 
operations the sums received are 
automatically accumulated in the 
proper clnasification and  shroff 
totals. These totals may be print- 
ed on the audit sheet at any time, 
and may be either read only (when 
they remain accumulated) or re- 
set to zero. Thia reading or re- 
getting of totals is controlled by 


‘locks, the keys to which are in the 


possession of a responsible official. 
When a total is read the operation 
ig designated by menns of the Ict- 
ter “X” and when it {s cleared, or 
reset to zero, by the letter “Z.” 
When responsible officials of the 
Treasury were questioned concern- 
ing the saving which would

Three employees hava, 
nlrendy gone, and after July, two 
more will be absorbed by other de- 
partments as vacancies occur. 

The saving in stationery also con-. 
stitutes a big item. Previously, 
four forms were used to settle an 
necount. Now one form is suffi) 
cient. ‘ 

Those not-converaant with the 
work done at the Trensury can- 
not fully appreciate the Inbour en- 
tailed In looking after the numerous ; 
different accounts. Previously, the‘ 
clerks were just able to sco over 
the piles of ledgers which sur-: 
rounded them. Now, these will be 
wiped away and one book will suf- 


_| fice. 


Never again will the -scenes of 
the old days be re-enacted. No 
more bustling, ‘berspiring crowds 
jostling each other to pay their 
accounts and waiting in queues by 
the hour for thelr receipts. The 
speed and effieiency of the new 
machines will obviate all that. 

Approximately $1,400,000 passes 
into the coffers of the Treasury ench 
month. Ten thousand Crown ren- 
tala are payable cach half year and 
31,000 rates are paid quarterly. 

The Government's economy move 
in installing these machines has 
been commended In many: quarters, :

Dospite a common ‘recognition 
of the scope, the dangers and 
urgoncy of the problem with 
which South-Enstorn Europe has 
confronted them, the only Govern- 
mants by whom effective aid can 
bo provided have so far failed to 
agreo on the mensures to be takon 
even for temporary alleviation. 
It romnins to be scen whothor the 
discussions at Genovn will prove 
jnoro fruitful. We aro learning 


what it: means to bo a world in 
pawn. 


Wo are discovering by 


hard. experience that {t-is folly 


cconomic strangulation which 
havo bocn productive -of so much 
misory and sacrifice since the end 
af tho World War, We aro find- 
ing that it does not pay in the 
long run to have largo tracts of 
territory poverty-stricken ér_ poll- 
tically unstable or in financial 
bondage. The peoples of the 
world aro paying heavily for the 
stupid mistakes of short-sighted 
politicians and profit-secking 
monoy-lendors. The world “safe 
for democracy” . which the atates- 
men promised ‘is proving very 
Alfferont In reality from what the 
“domocracy” itself * envisnged.: 
National prosperity has been 
sacrificed to nntionalist pride. 
Tho danger of German militarism 
was destroyed by four and half 
yenrs of effort, but the dangers of 
the “peace” are still with - us, 
although we are now in the second 
decade since the war ended. The 
ovil consequence of the follics 
embodled in the Peace Settlement 
have at no time borne ‘more 
heavily upon’ the nations than 
during recent months. Never in 
modern history has tse world been 
faced with such eaeral, deep- 
seated and acute troubles. They 
are not to be accounted’ for by 
“the wrath of God,” but by the 
folly of statesmen who fashioned 
the economi: thongs which have 
brought the peoples to thelr pre- 
sent appalling plight. 

There is obviously 
radically wrong? when America, 
one of the most powerful and 
wealthiest nations in the world, 
ia brought sharply face to face
